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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The amendment filed on 03/14/2006 has been entered. 

Drawings 

2. The proposed drawing correction and/or the proposed substitute sheets of drawings, 
filed on 02/03/2006 have been approved. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1,2,8, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
YOO ET AL. (2003/01 1 1 701 ). 

With regard to claims 1,2,8,9,10, and 12, Yoo et al. discloses an arrangement 
comprising an optoelectronic component 110 (LCD panel) comprising terminal cpntacts and 
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(claim 9), an optical window 115 (identified as a "transparent upper substrate") for light 
to enter or light to leave the optoelectronic component 1 10; a printed circuit board 200 with 
electrical contacts, and a flexible conductor arrangement 21 0-21 2-214-216 of a planar 
form and including a plurality of interconnects, where the flexible conductor 
arrangement 210-212-214-216:is;connected to the optoelectronic oonriponent 1 10 and 
the printed circuit board 200 such that the interconnects electrically connect the terminal 
contacts of the optoelectronic component 1,1 0 and corresponding electrical contacts of 
the printed circuit board 200, wherein the flexible conductor arrangement 210-212-214- 
216 is bent in such a way (note paragraph 0047) that, starting from the printed circuit 
board 200, the flexible conductor arrangement 210-212-214-216 is led around the 
optoelectronic component 110 and contacts the optoelectronic component 1 10 on a 
side facing away from the printed circuit board 200; the optical window 115 being 
arranged on said side of the optoelectronic component 1 10 facing away from the printed 
circuit board 200 and the flexible conductor arrangement 210-212-214-216 defines an 
opening through which light can enter and leave; the flexible conductor arrangement 
210-212-214-216 having a first portion with contact regions connected to the electrical 
contacts of the printed circuit board 200:and a second; pomon with contact regions 
connected to the terminal contacts of the Optoelectronic component 1 10, and the flexible 1 
conductor arrangement 210-212-214-216 being bent at least in a third portion lying 
between the first portion and the second portion, the optoelectronic component 1 1© 
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including a leadframe 120 for contacting purposes, and wherein the respective contact 
regions of the second portion otthe flexible conductor arrangement 210-212-214-216 
are each electrically connected to a corresponding leg of the leadframe 120; wherein 
the first portion of the flexible conductor arrangement 210-212-214-216 runs 
substantially parallel to the Surface of the printed circuit board 200. 

Allowable Subject Matter

2. Claims 14 and are allowed over the references of record for the reasons set forth by 
Applicant in his paper of 2/3/2006. 

3. Claims 3-7 and 13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 02/03/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

On pages 10 and 11 Applicant persuasively argues that amendments to claims 1 
and 14 avoid Horn et al. 3,104,282 and Kawaguchi et al. 5,243,453. Rejections over 
Horn et al. 3,104,282 and Kawaguchi et al. 5,243,453 are therefore withdrawn. 
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It is argued, at page 12 of the remarks, that "it is clear from [Yoo et al. 
2003/01 1 1701's] figures 2, 3, and 4 that element 216 does not define a clearance or 
opening through which light can enter or leave. Instead, an element labeled 230 defines 
an opening through which light can enter or leave. See figures 2, 3, and 4." However, 
claim 1 does not prohibit light from entering or leaving in more than one direction and 
this is in fact what the light in Yoo et al. does. Applicant is correct in stating that light 
enters and leaves from a hole element 230 in the top of Yoo et al.'s device. However, 
light also can enter or leave longitudinally from slide slots 162 in the sides of the device, 
as described (firstly) in Yoo et al.'s abstract. Yoo et al. find a primary use for light 
entering the device from lamp units 180; however, light is free to leave as well. Flexible 
conductor arrangement 210-212-214-216 (FPC's) defines slide slots 162 in the sense 
that the FPC's are positioned at portions of Yoo et al.'s bottom chassis where slide slots 
162 do not exist. Yoo et al. explain the relationship between FPC's 210-212-214-216 
and slide slots 162 in the abstract, as well.
